“Everyone is looking for new 
ways to use solar energy.” claims 
John Hosler, 25, a candidate for 
June graduation from CSUS and 
John has done it. He is the 
developer of a prototype parabolic 
trough which collects the sun's heat 
with enough efficiency to run a 
one-hoursepower steam motor.

With graduation just around 
the corner many of our grads will 
be in the job market and if your 
ambition leans toward hoiding an 
executive management position 
within the campus administration, 
you may be wondering about the 
financial rewards that come with 
the job. 

Now if your shooting for the top 
spot of president your monthly 
budget runs between $ 3048 - $3889. 
A vice president gets a figure 
between $2306 - $2803 a month. If 
your trying to decide to be either a 
Dean of Students or Executive 
Dean. their salaries are the same. 
And as an Administrative As- 
sistant L!, you'll have to survive on 
$1225 to $1489 a month. 

These are the figures and if the 
income level appeals to you you 
should give the job serious 
thought. But remember: if you pur- 
sue this line of work you must have 
the qualities of leadership and 
integrity.

device, based on an ingenious use 
of photocells, which guides his 
parabolic trough to follow the sun 
accurately as it arcs across the sky. 

The huge parabolic trough 
covers some 70 square feet, and has 
a perfectly curved parabolic mirror 
made out of polished aluminum. 
The rays of the sun are reflected 
from the mirror onto a large 
copper rod which is painted black. 
The rod is surrounded by a plex- 
iglass chamber through which 
water flows. The rod heats the 
water which then passes through a 
series Of tubes where the heat 
transfer can be measured. 

In May the solar heat collector 
won Hosler first place in the 
Student Research Paper 
Competition held at the University 
of Nevada by the American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers 

Currently the Gulf Atomic Cor- 
poration is working on a similar, 
but larger parabolic trough in an 
effort to find new ways to use the 


endless energy of the sun The 
parabolic trough ts a heat transfer 
device which collects solar 
radiation; this concept has been 
known since 1912. The need for 
new energy means has brought 
about its redevelopment. 

Hosler feels that the one 
horse power of production is hardly 
enough to make his machine a 
commercial success; the materials 
in the tracking system alone cost 
$400. 

Hosler, a Mather Air Force 
Base veteran, has already obtained 
a post-graduation job at. the 
Nuclear Energy Division of 
General Electric in San Jose; he 
will work in emergency core cool- 
ing systems for nuclear power 
plants. Hosler is from Fiini, 
Michigan and hopes to obtain a 
Masters of Science degree in 
Mechanical Engineering at U.C. 
Berkeley in the future with the 
financial assistance from General 
Electric. 


Project Tutors Needed 


As a practical method of utiliz- 
ing scientific knowledge during the 
early stages of an engineering 
career, while simuitaneously satis- 
fying Group III requirements, par- 
ticipation in the Chicanito Science 
Project by an engineering student 
can be particularly stimulating to 
the student and serviceable to the 
university. 

Conceptual planning is accen- 
tuated in this course of instruction 
by allowing tutors from CSUS to 
function as project managers for 
the introduction of science to 
young students enrolled in various 
Sacramento schools.

In a small village in France, a 
grotto was discovered by a child 
searching for rocks. At that time, 
no one could have known the 
significance of the small 16x16 foot

The grotto is being excavated 
by two archaeologists who are also 
husband and wile. They are Henry 
and Marrie Antonnette De 
Lumley. Because of what they have 
found tn the grotto, the De 
Lumley’s believe that this may be 
the oldest site found in Europe to 
be occupied by pre-man on a 
regular basis 


Until this find, the earliest site in 
Europe was the Stanska Skalla 
Grotto tn Czechoslovakia, which 
dates about 700,000 years ago. The 
De Lumley’s believe the grotto in 
France to be about one million 
years old. This leads one to believe 
that there may be been more than 
one geographic origin. 


T here have been finds in Africa, 
Java, China, and many other 
places scattered throughout the 
world.
